ANALYSIS  OF  PARIS  GREEN

INTRODUCTION. 


The  folloAving  report  includes  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  the  examination  of  Paris 
green  sold  in  this  State  during  the  year  1909,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Paris  green  law,  approved  Ma}^  29,  1907. 

During  the  year,  five  hundred  samples  of  Paris  green  were  collected 
by  a  special  agent  of  this  Department  in  different  sections  of  the 
State.  These  samples  were  examined  as  to  their  labels  and  guar- 
antees, and  were  subjected  to  a  chemical  analysis  to  determine  if 
they  contained  the  required  amounts  and  proportions  of  ingredients 
established  by  the  law  as  tlie  standard  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  requirements  of  the  law  concerning  the  composition  is  to  the 
effect  that  Paris  green  shall  contain  not  less  than  fifty  per  centum 
of  arsenic  in  combination  with  copper,  and  not  more  than  three-and- 
one-half  per  centum  of  arsenic  in  water  soluble  forms,  both  forms  es- 
timated as  arsenious  oxide.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that,  out  of  the 
five  hundred  samples  examined,  only  two  were  found  which  contained 
less  than  fifty  per  centum  of  arsenic  combined  with  copper  and  two 
which  contained  more  than  three  and  one-half  per  centum  of  arsenic 
in  water  soluble  forms. 

Many  of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  of  better  quality 
than  shown  by  their  guarantees.  The  results  of  our  work,  therefore, 
show  that  the  Paris  green  sold  in  Pennsylvania  during  1909  was,  as  a 
rule,  of  good  quality. 

A  large  jaumber  of  samples  were  received  which  wei'e  not  properly 
labeled  or  guaranteed.  The  failure  to  properly  label  the  same  was 
a  violation  of  the  law  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  these  samples 
not  properly  labeled,  met  the  required  standard  for  composition.  Such 
violations  were  probably  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  manu-

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facturers,  importers  or  dealers,  or  through  ignorance  of  the  require- 
ments in  labelling  and  guaranteeing  Paris  ^reen.  In  cases  where  this 
form  of  violation  was  found  to  exist,  the  parties  concerned  showed  a 
Avillingness  to  comply  with  tlie  law,  and  the  more  recent  samples  re- 
ceived were  found  to  be  properly  labeled. 

In  one  of  the  cases  previously  menticmed,  the  low  content  of  arsenic 
combined  with  copper  and  tlie  high  content  of  water  soluble  arsenic 
were  jtrobably  due  to  imj)roper  mixing. 

One  samjde,  which  contained  only  38.5G  per  cent  of  arsenic  com- 
bined with  coj>j)('r,  was  found  to  be  adulterated  with  some  starchy 
material. 

The  samples  of  Paris  green  examined  h\  this  Bureau  represent  the 
product  of  twenty-five  manufacturers  or  im])orters.  The  manufac- 
turers of  five  samples  were  unknown. 

TJje  names  of  the  uianufacturers  or  importers,  and  the  names  of  the 
dealers  from  whom  the  sam]>les  were  obtained,  under  the  name  of  each 
manufacturer  or  importer,  are  placed  in  the  table  in  alphabetical  order. 

The  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  of  all  of  the  samples  examined 
will  be  found  in  Table  1. 

In  order  that  those  manufacturing  or  selling  Paris  green  in  Peun- 
t^ylvania  may  become  better  acquainted  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  Act  No.  2:].''),  Ihe  same  is  herewith  reproduced  in  full. 


AN  ACT 

Ile°'ulating-  tho  sale  of  Paris  gvoen ;  defmius  Paris  sreeu ;  prohibiting  its  adul- 
teration- providini;-  for  the  collection  of  samples  and  analysis  thereof  by  the 
Department  of  Aurieulture,  and  the  publication  of  information  concerning  the 
same;  providing  also  for  the  expenses  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  fixing 
penalties  for  its  violation. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted,  &c.  That  every  lot  or  parcel  of  any  Paris 
green  sold,  offei'ed  or  ex]>osed  for  sale,  within  this  Commonwealth, 
shall  have  aftixed  thereto,  in  a  conspicious  place  on  the  outside  thereof, 
a  legible  and  plainly  printed  stateuient,  clearly  and  truly  certifying 
1he  nauie,  Inand.  or'trade-mark  under  which  said  Paris  green  is  sold, 
the  naiue  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer,  and  a  state- 
nient  of  the  amount  of  water-soluble  arsenic  com])ounds,  expressed  as 
arsenious  oxide,  furnished,  when  treated  for  twenty-four  hours  with 
cold,  distilhMl  water,  at  the  i-ate  of  one  thousand  parts  by  weight  of 
water  to  one  i)art  by  weight  of  Paris  green;  and  also  the^ amount  of 
arsenic  in  couibination  with  c()])per,  expressed  as  arsenious  oxide, 
which  the  said  I'aris  green  contains.  Whenever  any  Paris  green  is 
sold  from  bulk,  the  dealer  or  dealers  keeping  the  same  for  sale  shall 
also  keep  on  hand  cards,  of  proper  size,  upon  which  the  foregoing  state- 
ment is  plainly  printed;  and  the  dealer  or  dealers  shall,  upon  request 
of  the  ])urchaser,  fui-nish  hiui  with  one  of  said  cards  upon  which  is 
printed  the  statement  described  in  this  secti(m. 
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Section  2.  Paris  green,  wlieu  sold,  ottered  or  exposed  for  sale  as 
such,  in  this  C(.muionwealth,  shall  comply  with  the  lollowing  require- 
ments: First,  it  shall  contain  arsenic,  in  combination  with  copper, 
equivalent  to  not  less  than  liftv  per  centum  of  arsenious  oxide.  Second. 
Jt  shall  not  contain  arsenic,  in  water-soluble  forms,  equivalent  to  more 
lhan  three  and  one-half  per  centum  of  arsenious  oxide,  when  treated 
for  twent.y-four  hours  with  cold,  distilled  water,  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  'parts  by  weight  of  water  to  one  part  by  weight  of  Pans

Section  3.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  examine,  or  cause  to 
be  examined  by  the  State  Chemist,  the  different  brands  of  Pans  green 
sold,  ottered  or  exposed  for  sale,  within  this  Commonwealth,  and  cause 
samples  of  the  same  to  be  analyzed;  and  shall  cause  the  analysis  so 
made  to  be  published  in  bulletins,  from  time  to  time,  together  with 
such  additional  information  in  regard  to  the  character,  composition, 
and  use  thereof  as  may  seem  to  be  of  importance. 

Section  4.  Each  and  everv  manufacturer,  agent,  or  person  selling, 
offering,  or  exposing  for  sale,  within  this  Commonwealth,  any  Pans 
green  without  the  statement  required  by  section  one  of  tins  act,  or 
to  which  is  affixed  a  statement  or  guarantee  which  is  false  m  any  par- 
ticular, or  in  relation  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  not 
been  fullv  complied  with,  sliall  for  every  such  offense  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  recoverable  with  costs, 
including  the  expenses  of  analysis,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by 
law  recoverable:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  Agnculture  shal  , 
to"-ether  with  his  deputies,  agents,  and  assistants,  be  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  free  access  to  all  places 
of  business  wherein  it  is  suspected  that  any  Paris  green  may  be  kept 
for  sale ;  and  may  take  from  any  person,  ttrui,  or  corporation  samples 
of  Paris  green,  for  analysis,  upon  tendering  the  value  of  said  samples. 
■  When  any  Paris  green' sold,  ottered  or  exposed  for  sale,  within  this 
Commonwealth,  is  found,  upon  analysis,  not  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  two  of  this  act,  or  when  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  have  been  violated,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  report 
the  facts  to  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  the  offense  is 
committed,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  forthwith  ]irosecute  the  offender. 

Section  5.  Everv  certittcate,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the 
State  Chemist,  relating  to  the  analysis  of  any  Paris  green,  shall  be 
])resumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Section  0.  All  necessary  expenses  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  after  approval  in  writing  by  the  Governor  and  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Auditor  General,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law:  Provided, 
That  not  more  than  ttve  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any 
one  vear,  which  amount,  or  so  much  thereof  as  uiay  be  necessary,^  is 
hereby  speciflcally  appropriated  for  said  purpose;  and  all  penalties 
and  costs  for  the' violati<m  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  his  agent,  and  by  him  immediately 
covered  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Section  7.  Every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  nusdeiiieanor,  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  l>e  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  doH'ars,  for  the  first  offense;  and  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense:   Provided,  That  all  penalties, 
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fines,  and  costs,  including  the  expenses  of  analysis,  imposed  and  re- 
covered under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  covered  into  the  State 
Treasury. 

Section  8.  IMagistrates  and  justices  of  the  peace  throughout  this 
Commonwealth  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  actions 
arising  from  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  hold  for 
court,  or  impose  the  penalties  prescribed  therein,  subject  to  appeal,  as 

the  law  shall  direct. 

Section  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven. 

Section  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  be  and 
the  same  are  herebv  repealed.

Paris  green,  which  is  known  as  copper  aceto-arsenite  and  which  has 
the  chemical  formula,  Cu(C2H302)2  3Cu(As02)2,  contains  when 
chemically  pure,  appi'oximately : 


The  active  poison  in  Paris  green  is  arsenic,  and  it  is  customary  to 
refer  to  it  as  arsenious  oxide,  and  the  copper  present  is  referred  to 
as  copper  oxide.  These  terms  are  simply  used  for  convenience  in 
reporting  the  results  of  chemical  analysis  of  Paris  green.  There- 
fore, using  these  terms,  pure  Paris  green  should  contain: 

Arsenious  oxide,   58.55  per  cent. 

Copper  oxide,    31.38  per  cent. 

Acetic  acid,    10.07  per  cent. 

The  composition  of  the  commercial  article  on  our  markets,  shows 
a  variation  from  these  figures,  which  is  chiefly  due  to  a  difference  in 
manufacturing  processes  and  possibly  to  some  carelessness  in  the 
jnanipulation. 

Sodium  sulphate  naturally  occurs  in  Paris  green,  and  we  also  find 
water  and  sand  in  small  quantities.  Therefore,  we  rarely  find  Paris 
green  to  consist  entii'ely  of  copper  aceto-arsenite,  but  it  contains  this 
compound  as  its  chief  constituent. 

Any  injury  to  foliage  from  the  use  of  Paris  green  is  usually  caused 
by  the  presence  of  an  excess  of  free  or  water-soluble  arsenious  oxide. 

The  excess  of  this  form  of  arsenic  in  Paris  green  may  be  due  to  the 
intentional  addition  of  white  arsenic,  or  to  carelessness  in  manu- 
facture. The  presence  of  an  excessive  amount  of  water  soluble  or 
white  arsenic,  is  therefore,  an  adulteration  and  should  be  guarded 
against.  Those  using  Paris  green  should  purchase  their  supply  from 
reputable  concerns  who  properly  manufacture  and  guarantee  their 
insecticides,  and  thereby  obtain  a  high  grade  article  which  will  not 
injure  the  foliage  upon  which  it  is  sprayed.

DISCUSSION  OF  THE  RESULTS  OF  CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 


ARSENIC  IN  COMBINATION  WITH  COPPER,  CALCULATED  AS 

ARSENIOUS  OXIDE. 

Paris  green,  to  be  sold  in  compliance  with  the  law,  should  contain 
fifty  per  cent  of  arsenic  combined  with  copper.  In  the  five  hundred 
samples  examined  the  amount  of  this  form  of  arsenic  was  found  to 
vary  from  38.56  per  cent,  to  56.93  per  cent.  This  lowest  percentage 
of  38.56  was  not  included  in  the  average  which  was  54.94  per  cent.  The 
sample  of  green  having  the  next  to  lowest  amount  of  arsenic  combined 
with  copper  was  found  to  contain  49.88  per  cent.  Only  two  samples 
were  found  to  contain  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  arsenic  combined  with 
copper. 

WATER  SOLUBLE  ARSENIOUS  OXIDE. 

The  amount  of  arsenic  in  water  soluble  forms,  estimated  as  arsenious 
oxide,  was  foun<l  to  vary  in  the  samples  examined  from  .65  per  cent, 
to  4.60  per  cent.,  witli  an  average  of  1 .41  per  cent. 

Water  soluble  arsenic  in  excess  of  3.50  per  cent,  is  prohibited  by 
the  Paris  green  law.  There  were  only  two  samples  found  to  contain 
more  than  3.50  per  cent,  of  this  form  of  arsenic. 

TOTAL  ARSENIOUS  OXIDE. 

In  the  determination  of  total  arsenious  oxide  in  the  Paris  green 
analyzed,  this  form  of  arsenic  was  found  to  vary  from  43.11  per  cent, 
to  60.23  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  56.46  per  cent.  The  percentage 
cf  43.11  was  excluded  from  the  average  as  the  sample  was  adulterated 
and  abnormallv  low  in  total  arsenic. 

COPPER  OXIDE. 

The  content  of  copper  expressed  as  copper  oxide,  varied  in  the  500 
samples  analyzed  from  20.68  per  cent,  to  30.50  per  cent,  with  an 
average  of  29.41  per  cent.  The  abnormally  low  content  of  copper  oxide 
found  in  the  adultrated  sample  was  excluded  from  the  average  as  in 
the  case  of  forms  of  arsenic  which  were  present  in  the  sample  re- 
ferred to. 

From  the  foregoing  data  reported,  it  is  concluded  that  the  Paris 
green  found  upon  the  markets  of  Pennsylvania  in  1909  was  of  a  good 
quality  and  with  one  exception,  free  from  adulteration. 

METHODS  OF  ANALYSIS. 

The  methods  of  analysis  used  in  this  examination  are  those  given 
in  Bulletin  No.  107  (Revised),  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  with  the  exception  of  the  method  for  water- 
soluble  arsenic  which  requires  a  ten  day  extraction.  The  method  used 
in  this  Department  and  stipulated  in  the  Paris  green  law  is  to  allow 
the  material  to  stay  in  contact  with  distilled  water  for  twenty-four 
hours,  only.
